The three-year-old son of Ashury 
Igo, one of the flrcinen at the Alays- 
ville Water Works, was drowned In a 
Bhtllow hole of water at the plant 
about ti:30 o'clock Sunday evcnlnR. 
The child was playing outside the 
plunt and toll into a hole about three 
or four feet deep which has been dug 
about a water pipe where repairs were 
being made and which had fliled ^ith 
water from a leak. 

When the child was flrat diacovered 
by a playmate, It was floating dead up- 
on tha water in the hole. An alarm 
was sounded and Dr. McOuIre was 
summoned but he was unable to bring 
life as the child had probably been in 
th« water fifteen or twenty minutes 
before It was discovered. 

When he learned of his child's 
drowning, Mr. Igo fnlnte.i and remain- 
ed In a stuper for several hours. 

The (leith Is a very sad one as both 
mother and father of the bright little 
hoy are prostrated willi grief. The 
little fellow was their only child and 
both almost worshiped him. They 
h.^ve the synipalhies of the community. 

The child was buried at the Mays- 
vllle cemetery this afternoon at :i 
o'clock. Services were held by Dr. J. 
J. Dickey, of the Second M. B. Church, 
South.

The water situation in Maysvllla, 
which for the past several' daya has 
been very serious, now seema to be 

pretty well in hand. Before noon Son- 
day there was enough water In tha ra* 

sei'volr to warrant the turning of a 
portion of the supply Into the city 
meiiis. The reservoir now has enough 
water to protect the city against Hre 
and the homes are being supplied with 
water that la being pumped directly 
into tiie mains from the river wlthoht 
treatment. 

Because of the season of the year 
health authorities warn against using 
the water before boiling It as to use 
the water as it comes through tha 
pipes now may cause a typhoid ferer 
epidemic. 

There must be no waste in water 
In any way until the attuation haa en- 
tirely paased for while, we now have 
wtter and oondltloiu ara 100 per oont 
better than they were Saturday, there 
is yet a likelihood of another i^tar 
fauiino should anything go wronjc. 

The Ice situation is mufih batter. 
There were deliveries made this mom- 
iiii; and this afternoon but patrons 
were limited to a small supply. The 
factory is running night and day, how- 
ever, and by tomorrow the city's ice 
ranilnc will have been praotleally 
passed. 

Directors of the Maysviiie Water 
Company, from Louisville, are here 
ami have h . Id several conferences. 
They have visited their plant and re- 
servoir and know at llrst hand just 
the condition of things, citfzens are 
now anxlou: ly awaiting the next mova 
In the game which seems to be theira. 
Just what the ownerstfof the water 
plant and system will do to permf- 
nently solve the situation, now that 
the situation Is only temporarily 
solved and Is liable to break down at 
apji^^el, Jill bejwzlousljt %«a|ted..

"When we see or hear the name of Thomas A. Edison at onee wc 
think of electric lights, phonographs and all the other marvelous in 
ventions which this wizard of science has given to the world. 

In connection with anj'thing the great inventor says or docs 
our minds never would develop a thought which borders on philos 
ophy, and yet at a recent banquet in New York, Mr. Edison actually 
made a speech, or in other words, read a printed statement, wiiiclt 
in itself is a gem, especially just at this critical period in the world's 
history. Here it is : 

"A new order of things is enn rgnig from the events of the past 
five years. "Whatever may intervene, the ultimate result is going 
to approach more closely a square deal — for labor, for capital, foi- 
the merchant, for the farmer, foi- everyone. The employer who is 
not square with his employe, or tlie employe who is not square with 
his employer, is going to be out ol step with the times, 

"The square deal is fatal to radicalism. There can be no social 
revolution in the United States or ("aiiadu, (or tin- very simple reason 
that our government and the Canadian government are founded oii 
the idea of giving everybody a fair show. There will be few disturb- 
ances of consequence if a majority of us adopt the square deal as our 
business creed and our social creed."

admisaioB bjr President Wilion at th« 

White House, In conBultatlon witb Re< 
publican members of Ihat body, that 
he alone conductPd nopotlntlons for 
cession of Sh.intiinR and forty millionB 
of Chinese iieiipir to the domination 
of the Hutocracy of .Inpan. 

The burden of jiprmlttlnK this decis. 
Ion wag shifted to him by the Allied 
powers, all of whom, the President in- 
formed the Senators, wore bound to 
comply with secret treaties made to 
draw Japan Into the war on their side 
at lis beginning. He therefore took 
the matter In hand and over the vig- 
orous protest of Secretary Lansing 
Henry White and General Bliss, hli 
fellow delegates representing the 
United BUtas, gave the Island King- 
dom oontroi of the three gateways to 
the future stifling of the Chinese Re- 
public, and the richest of the letter's 
provinces. The three American pro- 
testants against the Presdent's wishes 
favored taking Shantung from Ger- 
many, who had taken It by force, and 
giving it back to its original owner, 
China. They protested prior to the 
meeting of the eoiinoll of the Great 
Powers which made the final decision 
In the matter. 

The President Is said by the Sena 
tors who consuted him on the subject, 
Calder, of New York; Edge, of New 
Jersey; and Cummins, of Town, to 
have admitted that the reason for his 
accession to the demands of Japan Is 
that Japan would not have entered the 
League of Nations or signed the peace 
treaty had he not done so. And so, 
In contravention of the treaties of the 
United States and of Great Britain 
with China guaranteeing . her Integ- 
rity, he agreed that Japan should be 
pA-mltted to violate that integrity to 
an extent of a tenth of her original 
population, and the most Imporlunt 
part of lier Iniid siirf;u'e This also 
in contravention of the policy of the 
"open door" agreed upon by Juliii Hav 
when Secretary of State 

The Presideut denies tlial lie origi- 
nated or formulated the proviiiions in 
regard to Shantung, bul doe.s not deny 
that he was placed in charge of tln' 
negotiations pertaining to tlieni. which 
was all the Republican Senators who 
visited him understood him to admit 
Because of this admission, however, 
they hold him responsible for the lack 
of refusal to accede to Japan's de 
mands. Japanese delegates in Paris 
deny they asked Shantung In return 
for giving up their racial equalitx 
claim, but not that they threatened 
to remain out of the league if not 
yielded it

BAKER EVADED THE LAW 
IN AIDING OBJECTORS 

I'i'iiyrvits Uate TliuNe With Uellgluus 
8rruples the Right to Xoncom* 
batant 8erTlce. - 

Washington — That Secretary of War 
Raker not only aided conscientious 
objectors during the war, but disobey- 
ed the law in doing so, Is the charge 
made by Representative Walter H. 
N'cwton, of Minnesota. He says: 

"1 wua asked us a member of Con- 
urosB to use my best pfforts to And out 
\> lio wiiH ri'spdiisibli' for tlu' consider 
;iliiin, s> iniriilliy iiiul favor sliuwii to 
hii oiilli'd l oiiscit'iitious oljjcclorx. Tlie 
one iniikinK llie reqnest luiil a son In 
Ilii- service lie Voiced tlie sentiments 
of every parent who yave a son to the 
cause. 

"From the autumn of 1917 until the 
|ir€seat day every one has known that 
the numerous conscientious objectors, 
pro-Qermans, I. W. W. and Socialists, 
wore exempted from all military ser- 
vice, that they were being shown spe- 
cial consideration In the camps and 
exempted fi^om military law. Who was 
responsible? Was It CongressT TlkS 
Mplectlve service law provided that any 
member of a well recognized religious 
sect, tlie creed of which forbade jiar- 
lii i lull ion in war, and whose prlnoiples 
«eri' consonanl tturcwiili. could ap- 
peal to his local lin:,i>l. .111.1, up(in snii 
milting proper allldavita, be exempted 
from combatnt but not non-eombataut 
service. 

"The Secretary of War issued his 
orders setting asldb this part of the 
selective draft aot. He enlarged (he 
exemption clause so as to narmlt the 
I. W. W. and BotilaUsta to bvade mili- 
tary service, either combant or non- 
rol.ataiit. He Issued orders to the var- 
imiB cantonment commanders to kind- 
ly and considerately and specially 
treat and deal with tlieee so-called 
(■onseieiilious objectors, tioiug so far 
as tu eiigafic sympathetic inon to trav- 
el about the country ;ind see that they 
V I re so treated. These orders were 
issued iiuietly and instruc lions wer 
niveu to keep them secret What he 
did the first Instance was to Issue an 
order dlrectlug that 'iiersonal scruples 
against war' should be considered as 
constituting 'ooMolentlous oblection'. 
Thia was a 4«Ubarato enlargement of 
the law whiob bt bad no right to make 
At that aama time be supplied inter- 
matloB to and oo-operatad wltb tbi 
enemlei of the telebtive draft tow. Aa- 
slatant Seoretary Keppel testlmfled to 
having consulted the Secretary of War 
about not continuing to supply infor- 
h.-ciiun III oi cii-operatc with the Civil

Gurernor to ITaao Men and Women to 
Probe tbe Cost of Living in Ken- 
tMky— Clothing and Shoes to 
Be Looked Ii^to. 

Qovemor Jamee D. Blaok wUl this 
week appoint a oommlnlon ot men 
and women to tnveetliato the eause of 
the high price ot the neoeastUea ot Ufe 
In Kentnokjr and to make redommen- 
daUons as to what action, it any, is 
pocslble, can be taken to bring about 
lower prices for food, clothing and 
shoes. 

Prosecution in the courts, under 
the Kentucky antl-truBt act, one of the 
most drastic laws In force In any State 
In the Union, Is one ot the possibilities, 
In case profiteering on the part ot 
business Interests is ostabllHhed 

"It Is my Intention to appoint the 
coming week a commission of men and 
women well known to the people of 
Kentucky," said tho Qovernor Sunday, 
to Investigate the whole matter and 
make recommendations In regard to 
what action is pi^opor and necessary 
to bring about a cheek in the high 
prices paid by our people tor the ne- 
cessities ot Ufe. 

'■While no complaint has been made 
to me offlcially, I have not been blind 
to conditions in Kentuoky, nor deaf to 
the murmur ot the people at the con- 
stantly Increasing cost ot bare exist- 
ence for many of them. 

' While wages are higher than ever 
be.'ore in the history of the State, the 
same is true of the most of everv- 
thing that enters into the problem of 
liv, for the workingmen. Unless somo- 
th'.ng can be done to bring down tlie 
pi ice uf food within reach of the po ir 
laborer, there will be genuine and 
widespread Suffering in Kentucky this 
winter." 

Governor Black Indicated that his 
selections for membership on the food 
investigation commission would be 
persons well known to the people of 
th). State and In whom they have ecu- 
fldence — business and professional 
men and women, whose report and 
findings wUl carry weight because of 
their source. With the primary cam- 
paign out ot the way, the Governor 
will be able to give thought and time 
to the selection of this commission and 
sj to get the best available talent in 
the SUte for that duty.
